Taign remedy, who 1n a very obliging Speech, 
quieted their minds, and procured to himſelf a 
very great eſtcem from them; He was then but 
twenty yearsold, and gave exceeding hopes af a 
growing Vertue;He freed the Macedonians from 
all Tributes whatfoever, unleſs a'diſcharge fron

cedonia and Europe amonglt his Friends, alleag- 
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tisfied, declaring that they had only loſt the 


Perſon but not the Vertue or valour of their

and marching privately into Greece, called the 
Magiſtrates of all the Citys to Corinth, by 
whom he was made General in the place of his 
Father, after which he proceeded in his prepa- 
rations for the Per/anWar begun by hisFather, 
during which he had notice that the Arbenians, 
Lacedemonians and Thebans had revoljzed to the 
Perſians by the treachery of Demeſthens the O- 
rator, who corrupted him with a great ſum of 
gold ; But upon Alexanders approach they ſoon 
returned ' again to their obedience, the Thebans 
only perſiſting, who were thereupon quick: 
ly ſubdued, their City levelled to the ground, 
and their Citizens fold for Captives. 
Alexander being now wholly intent upon 
the War in Aſia, put to death all his Kindred, 
or friends, that he imagined might nouriſh any 
aſpiring thoughts z After which having drawn 
his Army all into one Body, he ſpeedi]y imbar- 
qued them, and being come within ſight of 
Aſia,inflamed with an incredible ardor of Spirit, 
he erected 12 Altars where he made his Von's

an 11] Omen of his Coronation, that he ſharply rebuked 
them and turned them out of their Commands, He ſuf- 
fered ſome Perſons to falute him with the Title of King ; 

-And it was affirmed thathe reſolved ſuddenly to declare 
his Opinion that Ceſar ſhould be called King, becauſe 
he found inthe Books of the Sybyls, that the Parthiars 
were not to be Conquered but by a King.

very 
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very great Magnificence and Pomp, and inſtead of a 
Funeral Oration M. Antomivs the Conſul publiſhed an 
AR of the Senate, by which ti:ey decreed him all Ho- 
naur both Humane and 'Divize, and likewiſe - cauſed 
anDath to be read, *whereby they v\liged themſelves 
mthe defence of a fngle Perſon. The Funerals being 
ever, the people ran 1n multicudes with Firebrands 
in their handsto ſet the Houſes of Brutus and Caſſius 
en Fire. \Some thought that his fickneſs made him de- 
fire to-lye no-longer, all agree he died according to 
his own deſire, for reading how Cyr being under 
the extremity of a Diſeaſe, gave dire&ions for his Fu- 
eral, abborring ſo tedious a death, he wiſhe when 
he died it might be of a ſudden, and the day before 
his death being at Supper with Lypidus, a queſtion 
arfing which was the beſt death, he declared, '# bis 
- Fudgment- a ſudden and unexpetied. He dicd 1n the 46 year 
of his Age, and was Cannoniz'd —_ Gods, not 
only by thoſe who made the Decree, but by the per- 
ſwaſion of the People.

The Sultan of Fgypt coming too late to relieve Jeruſa- 
tem, advanced now with a formidable Army to beſiege it, 
againſt whom Godfrey and his Souldiers marched with | 
much courage and reſolution, over whom they obtained 
anintire ViRory, with richer pillage than any rime be- 
fore in the whole War, the Enemy lofing thirty thouſand 
upon the place and as many more tm the purſuit.

1100; In 
the fortieth year of his 2ge, and the firſt of his Reign he 
rendred his glorious Soul into the han-ts of his Almighty 
Redeemer by a moſt Religious death, (his brother Bald- 
win ſucceeding R.of Jeruſalem in his ſtead )He was a Prince 
in whom all Virtues, Chriſtian, Civil and Mihrary metin 
the kigheſt point of humane perfe&ion withour mixture 
of any defau!t, fo that it will remain difficult ro find ano- 
ther like him to whom withour Flactery the ſame praiſes
